A fte r listening in over the air on Al Smith’s speeches made 
during his political swing into the agricultural west, we have 
come to the conclusion that Mr. Smith is carrying water on both {street addrest* 
shoulders, and that his speeches are dictated to fit the section 
where votes might be the medium of gain, says the Northome 
Record. 
Al tells us he is for light wine and heavy beer, which is a 
drawing card for wet support; then he tells us from his Montana 
speech that the prohibition amendment cannot be repealed w ith­ 
out a two-thirds vote in congress and ratified by three-fourths of 
the states in the union; that is soothing for the dry. 
However, 
he advocates and is a proponent of delegating to states the sep­ 
arate right to legislate their own laws controlling the alcoholic 
contents of ale and beverages; thus he stands for nullification of 
the Constitution and paves the way for re-establishing the old 
saloon system. 
Al tells us he is not for the McNary-Huugen farm relief bill; 
in his Omaha speech he tells us he is for the “principle” of the 
same bill. What the “principle” might be falls considerable short 
of farm relief. And Al is on record to appoint a commission to 
deal with farm relief and interpret the meaning of the “principle” 
of the McNary-Haugen bill. 
Al tells us he is for the St. Lawrence water route; then he 
tells us again that he is absolutely opposed to the same project 
unless a canal is dug clear across the great State of New York to 
the seaport, that New York City might be benefited— New York 
City first and tho agricultural west second. 
Al tells us he for a democratic tariff and farm relief at the 
same time. The two issues are at>out as closely related as the don­ 
key and the elephant. 
So far in his speeches on his campaign tour of the west, Al 
has failed to disclose what he stands for or where he stands on the 
issues of the day. 
It is possible he will make him self clear before 
election day, otherwise he will he recognized after election as the 
greatest political campaigner the republican party had on the road.

IMPI D EM ’ SALESMANSHIP 


We have a deep and abiding sympathy with the Carlisle 
woman at whose home a peddler, in her absence, left certain pots 
and pans for examination with a view to their sale, and who 
charged him 50 cents for storage before consenting to return the 
rejected goods, says the Philadelphia Record. 
The conduct of the householder at first thought seems harsh 
and avaricious. 
But we prefer to think it was wholesomely puni­ 
tive. 
The most obnoxious form of salesmanship is that involved in 
sending to the consumer goods not ordered and not wanted, in the 
hope that the prospect will pay for them rather than go to the 
trouble of returning them. 
This practice began long ago with tickets, usually for some 
entertainment projected for charitable or humanitarian purposes. 
The unloading of tickets by mail proved so successful that later 
the idea was commercialized, first by the indiscriminate mailing 
out of small articles for pseudophilanthropic profit, and finally by 
the mailing of more or less valuable merchandise frankly for the 
personal gain of the vendor. 
Unordered and unwanted merchandise is usually accompanied 
by an intriguing sales letter and sufficient postage to pay for the 
return of the ware if rejected. 
Such salesmanship imposes upon 
a prospect, who is under no obligations whatever to the sender, 
the trouble of repacking and remailing the goods. 
It is colossal 
impudence for any merchant or manufacturer to expect such serv­ 
ices of a total stranger.

We have a deep and abiding sympathy with the Carlisle 
woman at whose home a peddler, in her absence, left certain pots 
and pans for examination with a view to their sale, and who 
charged him 50 cents for storage before consenting to return the 
rejected goods, says the Philadelphia Record. 
The conduct of the householder at first thought seems harsh 
and avaricious. 
But we prefer to think it was wholesomely puni­ 
tive. 
The most obnoxious form of salesmanship is that involved in 
sending to the consumer goods not ordered and not wanted, in the 
hope that the prospect will pay for them rather than go to the 
trouble of returning them. 
This practice began long ago with tickets, usually for some 
entertainment projected for charitable or humanitarian purposes. 
The unloading of tickets by mail proved so successful that later 
ihe idea was commercialized, first by the indiscriminate mailing 
out of small articles for pseudophilanthropic profit, and finally by 
the mailing of more or less valuable merchandise frankly for the 
personal gain of the vendor. 
Unordered and unwanted merchandise is usually accompanied 
by an intriguing sales letter and sufficient postage to pay for the 
return of the ware if rejected. 
Such salesmanship imposes upon 
a prospect, who is under no obligations whatever to the sender, 
the trouble of repacking and remailing the goods. 
It is colossal 
impudence for any merchant or manufacturer to expect such serv­ 
ices of a total stranger.

Hats Constructed From In­ 
structions Given 


VJULIOUS TYPES SEEN 


Miss Evis Whitfield, Millinery Spe­ 
cialist Demonstrates Steps 
in Construction 
Hats best fitted for the types of 
heads they adorn were displayed to­ 
day as 300 women of the county a t­ 
is tended Achievement Day or Checkup 
Day in the farmers room of th e court 
Chouse and received final instructions 
from Miss Evis Whitfield, state mil­ 
linery specialist that completed 
a 
millinery project carried on since 
last April. 
Twenty group leaders reported at 
this afternoon’s session on the pro­ 
gress made in their respective groups 
and the saving estimated in construc­ 
tion of new and renovation of old 
hats. 
In one county of the state 
where the same project was carried 
on this year $538 was saved. 
The 
amount of money saved in millinery 
by Crow Wing county women this 
summer may not reach that figure 
although considerable saving will be 
made. 
Miss Whitfield conducted this aft­ 
ernoon a demonstration on soft hat 
construction in felts and fabrics and 
modelled six different types of hats 
which may be constructed. 
One of 
the hats, blue in color with flower 
pictured trimming costs 5 cents to 
renovate from an old hat. 
The same 
if constructed new would cost ap­ 
proximately 50 cents. Miss Whitfield 
explained. 
Other hats ranged in 
I cost of construction up to $2. 
Miss 
I Whitfield explained th a t the $2 hat 
was a replica of a French model ha 
which 
would 
retail 
in 
millinery 
stores for $10. 
Soft hats were stressed, some mad 
over, 
some new, others 
with ca 
crown patterns. 
Colors were im 
pbrtant in respect to types of faces 
and color of eyes. 
Fabric hats wer 
displayed and the different stages o 
construction of new and renovated 
old hats vvere shown. 
In all it was 
most interesting. 
“This project is not carried on for 
the object of urging farm women ti 
construct all their own hats but i 
done to aid the women in construe 
tic n pf hats when self made hats ar^ 
desired and to acquaint the women 
with the proper hats required for 
them so that when buying they may 
buy 
hats 
most 
suited 
for 
thei 
needs,’’ said Miss Whitfield. 
The millinery project was carried 
on by Miss Whitfield with the assist 
ance of County Agent E. G. Roth and 
the group leaders. 
Instructions 
were 
given 
group 
leaders at five different lessons and 
in turn the group leaders imparted 
the knowledge received at these in- 
* stria tio n meetings to the members of 
their groups. 
The result of these lessons has 
‘ been 
success 
which 
was 
clearly 
demonstrated 
today 
by 
the 
three 
hundred becoming hats worn by the 
women. 
Last year clothing projects were 
held in this county with a successful 
Achievement Day in the fall the re­ 
sult. 
Projects to folrow will be selected 
from home management, nutrition 
and poultry. 
When these are com­ 
pleted, the projects will be repeated 
or new ones added. 
Miss Whitfield explained how pro­ 
jects would differ one year from an ­ 
other according to changes of styles 
and ages of people although the pro­ 
jects were not designed to follow th 
modes set down by fashion. 
Five specialists on different pro­ 
jects are employed by the state for 
instruction to women of the state. 
Assistance is rendered in the differ­ 
ent projects by the county agents al­ 
though no direct expense is billed 
the county from the state where the 
work is being carried on. These pro­ 
jects represent an advance in educa­ 
tion of women regarding home econo­ 
mics and proper management cf th** 
home. 
Questioned as to if manufacturers 
or milliners opposed any of the pro­ 
jects Miss Whitfield stated that they 
did not and in many cases had been 
of assistance in furthering the work

ParagTaph 8, Section 368, Election 
Laws 
Is 
Quoted 
A request has been made that t'he 
m atter of declaration of residence be 
made a little ’ clearer with special 
reference 
to 
teachers and 
nurses. 
“Your residence is where your family 
resides” 
referred 
to 
married 
men 
whose work takes them away from 
home. 
Paragraph 8 of section 368 
of the election laws of Minnesota, 
1928 edition, states that: “ The resi­ 
dence ° f a single man shall be con­ 
sidered 
to 
be 
where 
he 
usually 
sleeps.” 
It seems reasonable that 
sex should make no differneee as to 
the m atter of residence. 
Of cour;; 
the only object in requiring a voter 
to state his or her residence is to 
prevent the same person from voting 
more than once. 
If a person living 
in St. Cloud, for instance, was teach­ 
ing hi lfra*i4rd, hA’bifgh^ vofy Mr/ 
Brainerd in the morning and in St. 
Cloud benne the polls close at night. 
Therefore, it is necessary to declare 
which placp he considers his resi­ 
dence. Inasmuch as elections usually 
occur after the schools open in the 
fall and before they close in the 
spring, 
it is often customary 
for 
reachers to establish a residence in 
the city in which they teach. 
To do 
so, it is only necessary to declare, 
under oath, administered by a judge 
of election, that Brainerd is your legal 
residence 
If you are a Brainerd 
teacher. 
This is a very simple m at­ 
ter and not at all embarrassing and 
It will save the trouble of voting by 
mail. 
There is also another advant­ 
age. 
It shows a commendable civ! j 
spirit and the people of any com­ 
munity appreciate 
a 
teacher 
who 
takes an 
interest in civic affairs. 
The same applies to nurses. 
But you 
must have 
lived in the state six 
months, and in the precinct 30 days 
before election. 
Another m atter that seems to be 
puzzling voters is tile fact that, after
